Neighborhood Youth 
Corps big success

Ann Hernandez checks out your 
books at the Public Library. She is 
courteous, 
efficient, 
pleasant. 
Moments later she has returned to 
another area where she picks up the 
thread of her work processing books 
for public use. She has the respect of 
her fellow workers. More than one 
library borrower has commended 
her work. Her boss, Paul Thompson, 
library director speaks of her with 
glowing pride. 
Bob Acosta manipulates the keys 
of the cash register with one hand 
and with the other ticks off the 
groceries at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base Commissary. His boss, Andy 
Andrisek, store m anager would like 
to have more like him. Acosta has 
initiative, is accurate and efficient 
on the cash register and more than 
meets his obligations according to 
Andrisek. 
The young man stands before 
Thompson, hat in hand so to speak. 
He wants to apologize for being a 
goof off during the tim e he worked 
for Thompson at the library. His 
hair is a little shorter than it was 
when he worked for the library, he 
has shaved off his scraggly beard. 
Somewhere in the alchemy of the 
work and later in the thought of it, 
the young man has gained new 
insight into what it takes to earn a 
living and a clearer picture of what 
he wants to do in life.

he had gained, I could see he’d had a 
change of heart and in that sense the 
money spent on him by NYC and our 
effort to teach him were a good 
investm ent,” Thompson said this 
week in assessing the program. 
The Neighborhood Youth Corps 
program has been under way in the 
Lompoc area for about three years, 
or rather three summ ers because 
the federal program is designed 
prim arily for summ er employment. 
Dean Anderson, chairman of the 
business education departm ent at 
Lompoc High School, coordinates 
the federal program. Basically he 
tries to fit the young person to the 
right job. There may have been 
some hesitancy on his part to 
undertake the role as coordinator 
but there’s none now. He regards 
the program as a vital economic 
resource for school age youth of 
modest 
income 
families and 
a 
source of added benefits. 
The facts of the NYC program are 
simple. Federal funds are provided 
on an hourly basis to shore up the 
underpinnings 
of 
youths 
from 
e c o n o m ica lly 
d isa d v a n tag e d 
families. This sum m er there were 
86 youths — 36 boys and 50 girls — 14 
years of age or older who worked for 
a variety of non profit and chiefly 
governmental organizations. Three 
worked for Thompson; 10 for the 
Parks and Recreation Department; 
12 as teacher aides. One has worked 
the past two summ ers at the city 
W astewater Treatm ent Plant — a 
job that cam e his way because of his 
interest in chemistry. 
Each of the youths received $1.65 
an hour for a maximum of 234 hours. 
The money is vital to the young 
people, 
but 
there 
are 
other 
important benefits. Work under the 
NYC program enabled one troubled 
youth to maintain his emotional 
stability 
despite 
a 
traum atic 
hom elife. 
Still 
others 
gained 
valuable knowledge of particular 
fields of work; and all of the 
youthful workers cam e up against 
the 
som etim es 
bruising 
and 
demanding experience of being in a 
given place at a given time to m eet 
the 
exacting 
demands 
of 
an 
employer. 
‘‘We’re not hard on them here at 
the library,” Thompson said, “ but 
we’re stern. We tell them what’s 
required by the job, what’s expected 
of them and we spend as much time 
teaching them as we can. After that 
it’s up to them .” 
Some of the employers would like 
to 
see 
the 
program 
extended 
through the winter months. In a 
questionnaire filled out by all of the 
youthful employes at conclusion of 
the summ er, one youth suggested 
that the NYC program should be 
expanded to handle more youths and 
extended in other respects. 
For Anderson there were some 
side tonefits too: ‘‘1 didn’t have a 
vacation this year, but the summ er 
was deeply rew arding,” he said, as 
though the experience had been an 
eye opener for him. 
If all this sounds unquestioning 
and a too-glowing review, ask those 
who participated.

Major fires 
burning out 
of control 


FILLMORE (U PI)—Two m ajor 
brush fires, one of them in a rugged 
area of the Los Padres National 
Forest which hasn’t been burned 
since 1933, continued to race out of 
control in Southern California today. 
The 
larger 
fire, 
apparently 
started by cam pers playing witn 
fireworks in a rem ote canyon area 
of the Los Padres National Forest, 
flared up during the night ana 
quickly expanded to more man 6.000 
acres — moving to within one-half 
mile of the Sespe Wildlife Refuge. 
I'he refuge is the home of the 
California condor, the largest bird of 
prey in the world and the biggest 
land bird in North America. There 
are 
only about 60 birds of the 
endangered species left alive. 
The other m ajor 
blaze is the 
arson-caused Vista fire, which has 
charred 1,530 acres of ‘‘extrem ely 
heavy brush” in steep terrain in the 
San Jacinto Mountains south of 
Banning. 
A 
third, 
sm aller fire 
on the 
Morongo Indian Reservation about 
two 
miles north of Banning and 
about seven miles from the San 
Jacinto fire, was declared contained 
at 6 a.m . today after burning 130 
acres. The cause of that fire is under 
investigation. 
A U.S. Forest Service spokesman 
said the Sespe fire —the largest 
brush fire of the season in California 
—was being pushed southwest under 
mild Santa Ana wind conditions. 


Seven air tankers, which Tuesday 
dropped 
24,600 
gallons 
of 
fire 
retardant before being forced to quit 
because of darkness, rejoined the 
battle at dawn today. 


The forest service said 350 men 
were on the lines, relieving a force 
of 150 who worked through the night. 
No estim ate of the fire’s perim eter 
was available because of the intensi­ 
ty of the flames and the heavy 
smoke. The spokesman said an 
overlight arm ed with an infrared 
sensor would be made to determ ine 
the extent of the blaze and to 
pinpoint hotspots. 


Firefighters planned to take a 
stand on Topa Topa Ridge, which 
lies between the advancing flam es 
and the wildlife refuge. ‘‘If we can 
stop it there, we’ll save the refuge,” 
a spokesman said. Otherwise, he 
predicted the blaze was ‘‘alm ost 
certain to run into the sanctuary 
before we can control it.”

NEW YORK (U P I)-A bizarre 
dram a which began as a bank 
robbery ended today when an FBI 
agent shot and killed one of two 
gunmen as they and their seven 
hostages m et a waiting plane at 
Kennedy Airport. 
The other gunman, a homosexual 
who at one point demanded a 
reunion with his unwilling, male,

lover, 
surrendered. 
The 
hostages were released unharmed. 


An FBI agent who drove the 
bandits 
and 
their 
hostages 
to 
Kennedy Airport shot the gunman in 
the chest. Police identified the dead 
rnan as Salvatore Natriaili but said 
his address and age were not 
immediately available. 
During the 15-1-2 hour dram a, the 
homosexual threatened to shoot the 


hostages because, he said, Supreme 
Court decisions made him immune 
from the electric chair; the gunmen 
fed pizza to their hostages; and two 
of the original nine hostage bank 
employes were released. 


The gunman was shot just as the 
plane was taxiing to a stop beside 
the limousine which brought the 
bandits and their hostages to a 
remote airstrip at Kennedy Airport, 
said AssisUnt FBI Director John F.

Relations, a body composed 
of local, regional and state 
o f f i c i a l s 
and 
representatives 
of

general public. Cities and 
counties will be given until 
one year after adoption of 
the 
state 
guidelines 
to 
include 
the 
required 
“elements” in their general 
plans, and then be required 
to 
report yearly on 
the 
degree to which their plans 
match the guidelines. 
“ Local 
government will 
not be required to follow the 
guidelines," 
Lagomarsino 
said, “ but will be required 
to develop their own plans 
to deal with these specific 
elements. The bill is an 
attempt to strengthen the 
ability of local government 
to implement a viable and 
effective planning program

means for expressing the 
larger statewide interest in 
such elements.”

HUD reduces 
insurance 
premiums 


Reductions in the cost of 
subsidized flood insurance 
under the National Flood 
Insurance Program 
were 
announced today by George 
K 
Bernstein. 
Federal 
Insurance Administrator in 
the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 
The new premium rates, 
representing reductions up 
to almost 40 percent, have 
been set at a level low 
enough 
to 
encourage 
a 
wider 
purchase of flood 
insurance. Premiums would 
be prohibitively expensive if 
set at true acturial levels,” 
Bernstein said. Under the 
new rates, for example, 
$10,000 
worth 
of 
flood 
insurance on a residential 
building, which previously 
would have cost $40 00 a 
year, will now be available 
for only $25.00 a year. 
The rate reductions will 
be effective July 
10. 
In 
establishing 
the 
flood 
insurance program. August 
1. 1968, and subsidizing the 
cost of flood insurance for 
those already living in flood- 
prone areas, the Congress 
required 
p aticipating 
communities to adopt land 
use and control measures 
that will reduce loss of life 
and property in any future 
flooding. 
Bernstein pointed out that 
thousands 
of 
persons 
in 
many communities subject 
to 
severe 
flooding 
have 
failed to take advantage of 
the opportunity to buy it.

NOS 
implied dedication 
hard to live with

SACRAMENTO (Capitol) 
— When lawmakers return 
to 
the State Capitol 
in 
November they'll he asked 
to consider a touchy piece of 
legislation concerning the 
hard to understand subject 
of implied dedication. 
Courts 
have 
held 
that 
public use of private land 
without objection by the 
owner for a certain period 
of time constitutes public 
dedication of that same land 
by the owner 
Let s say that you and 
your family, and others, 
have a favorite beach spot. 
Parking your car on the 
highway you walk down a 
twisting path across private 
land to reach the beach. 
You ve been doing this for 
years and now the courts 
have said the land owner is 
prohibited from closing the 
path 
The court cases at issue 
are Dietz vs King and Gion 
vs. City of Santa Cruz, and 
lawmakers 
are 
busy 
introducing bills which will 
soften the effect of the legal 
decisions 
According to the court, 
for a property owner to 
prevent a finding of implied 
dedication — based on five 
years 
of 
uninterrupted 
public use — land owners 
would have to prove they 
had granted permission to 
the 
public 
to 
use 
the 
property or indicate good- 
faith efforts had been made 
to keep the public off the 
land in question 
Burden of proof is placed 
on the land owner by Gion- 
Dietz to prove he had no 
intention of dedicating parts 
of his land to anyone for 
anything 
When the decision was 
announced by the court, 
major 
land 
owners, 
developers said, “ Hey, wait 
a minute, you are talking 
about our land 
You are

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Camp cooking goes gourmet

A camp cookout calls lor some shorthand when selecting 
cooking equipment and ingredients. Actually, cooking a hot 
meal at the end of a bike tour or as part of a three- or four- 
dav camping trip need not be the cue for instant hysterics. 
With the wide selection of canned foods, dehydrated soups 
and seasonings and freeze-dried goodies, life around the 
campfire for the hungry gourmet is quite pleasurable. Hot 
dogs. hamb'Tgers and pork and beans first come to mind 
when a camp cookout is being planned However, it is pos­ 
sible to safely cook and serve on a camping stove using 
canned heat with a camping mess kit such dishes as a crab- 
zucchini pilaf preceded by a gingered chicken soup and 
accompanied by v e g e t a b l e s vinaigrette and a spinach 


salad Sandwich snacks may include open sesame tuna 
rolls and dessert will be vanilla dream bars. All this is 
possible because the basic ingredients such as crab are 
canned and the vegetables are either marinated or kept 
fresh in an ice chest or bought locally. When camping out 
for several days, plan each meal and allow for any dietary 
problems. Take what food items are needed in each recipe 
and don't forget the salt, sugar, pepper, mustard or catsup. 
Also include cleanup equipment, soaps and sturdy bags for 
garbage disposal. Even with small children along on a 
campout, adults need not stick to the hot dog-hamburger 
route It is amazing what a little planning ahead will do to 
satisfy the voracious appetite one always gets after a few 
hours outdoors in truly fresh air.

Beef still gets 
shoppers7 dollars

Beefsteak, thick and juicy, 
continues despite price to bo 
the pin-up girl of I ho Ameri­ 
can appetite. 
For those finding the price 
of sloak too high for (heir 
purse, then good red beef in 
any form still seems to be 
the popular choice. 
Prime or choice grades 
whenever possible. Then on 
down the line to cheaper and 
tougher cuts ending with the 
ubiquitous hamburger. Yes, 
the public must have its 
beef. 
Look at the hordes 
waiting at places that spe­ 
cialize in hamburgers. 
Hazen F. Galen, the head 
of the 
Food 
Consumption 
Section of the Economic Re­ 
search Service, U. S. Dept, 
of Agriculture, admits that 
most of the increase in food 
prices since the beginning of 
the price freeze has been due 
to meat price increase. 
“At the end of the first 
quarter of this year, prices 
for beef averaged 12 per cent 
higher than a year ago. That

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is probably due among other 
things to the intense desire 
for beef.” explains Galen, 
who is editor of the National 
F o o d Situation, published 
quarterly by his department. 
“ Both larger production of 
beef and larger beef imports 
will p r o b a b l y continue 
through the summer. But 
against that the disposable 
consumer income will con­ 
tinue to rise close to l xk per 
cent in 1972. And when peo­ 
ple have money they buy 
beef. Yes, beef prices may 
hold stable until fall. But 
even so, they will average 
significantly higher than last 
year,” he adds. 
In April, the then Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury John 
Connally called together in 
Washington, D.C., the heads 
of supermarket chains. He 
warned them against con­ 
tinuing to up the prices of 
beef and urged holding the 
price line. Since then, beef 
prices have been reasonably 
well held. But how much 
longer can we expect one 
m an’s warning to prevail 
against the upward trend of 
the market? 


Again, recently in Wash­ 
ington, D.C., a well-known 
supermarket c h a i n urged 
customers to bypass high- 
priced beef and to substi­ 
tute other foods that cost less 
but carry the same amount 
of nutrition. It worked fairly 
well for some. But in gen­ 
eral, the innate urge for beef 
overcame the lure of not-so- 
welcome thrift. 
When beef prices put beef 
out of the question for many 
housewives, chicken seems 
to be their second choice. 
Chicken is reasonably priced 
at present, much more so 
than pork. 
Pork is cheaper than beef 
but not a great deal so. 
Prices increased about 8.5 
per cent from the fourth 
quarter of last year. Sharp 
advances in hog prices is 
one of the major causes. 
Who is to blame for the 
continuing upward trend of 
beef prices? The farmer? 
The m i d dl e m a n? The in­ 
crease in disposable income 
with a yen for the taste of 
steak? 
While we are trying to 
find the answer, remember 
this hard fact of life— beef 
prices will continue substan­ 
tially above 1971 .

Killanin relieves Brundage, Africans cheer 


Rhodesian team barred from Olympics 


MUNICH (UPI>~Bluff, jovial Lord Michael Killanin 
of Ireland, businessman and a one-time newspaper 
writer, today was elected president of the International 
Olympic Committee (IOC) to succeed retiring Avery 
Brundage of the United States. 


The “ Brundage E ra” in the Olympics, which stretched 
for 20 years, came to an end when Killanin won election 
from the IOC Congress in a two-man race with Count 
Jean de Beaumont of France. 


Killanin, 58, was elected for an eight-year term. The 
vote total was not announced. Willie Daume, chairman 
of the German Organizing Committee for these Olympic 
Games, defeated four other candidates to win the vacant 
vice presidential spot left open by Killanin’s accession. 


More Dodger injuries 


Killanin, an extremely popular figure who has few 
enemies among the top officials of world amateur 


sports, takes over the reins of the Olympic movement at 
a time when the Olympics are being criticized from 


many Quarters, and only a few hours after Brundage lost 
one of his last battles as the IOC voted to oust Rhodesia 
from the current games. 


Rhodesia competed as a British colony in the 1964 
Olympics at Tokyo, but was not invited to Mexico City 
four years later because of its racial policies at home. 


However, last September the IOC came up with a 
formula which seemed to please everyone and Rhodesia 
was extended an invitation to send a team to Munich.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Walter

451, will not be departing at 
10:30 p m. It will be delayed to 2:30 a.m., Saturday. Another vacation off to 
a good start. 
11.30 p m. — Arrive at airport and discover that flight is delayed to 3:30 
a.m The plane is in Montreal with a malfunctioning air speed indicator. No 
parts there. Had to fly one in from New York. 
Saturday, August 12, midnight — Having beer and sandwich courtesy of 
Lufthansa in airport restaurant. Waiting, waiting, waiting. 
1:30 a.m. — .Maybe I’m tired, but a funny thought occurred to me just 
now. What if some nut was going to blow up this flight by hiding a time 
bomb in his luggage‘s Either he is scrambling like mad to defuse and reset it 
or he checked it in and the baggage room is going to be one hell of a mess. 
2:30a m. — Plane arrives, Hooray! 
3.15 a m — Nobody has boarded yet and the plane is being worked on by 
welders I’m tired and falling asleep*.

'The California Angel hurler, who 
has six shutouts at home, blanked 
the Baltimore Orioles on four hits 
Tuesday night for a 2-0 win that 
boosted his record to 13-12. Dave 
McNally took the loss and evened 
his record at 12-12. 


Ryan struck out 11 to run his 
season total to 223, a club record. 


His final strikeout of the night 
came on a curve ball to Baltimore 
second baseman Dave Johnson with 
two men on base and two outs in the 
bottom of the ninth inning.

Meeting daylong and, with Brundage urging support 
for Rhodesia, the IOC finally voted 36-31 to recall its 
invitation. The vote was greeted by the African nations 
as an endorsement of their charges against Rhodesia 
while 
Rhodesian 
sports 
officials 
called 
it 
“ an 


unfortunate introduction of politics” in the Olympic 
movement. 
“G reat,” said Jean-Claude Ganga of The Congo. 
Abraham Ordia of Nigeria said “we are more than 
satisfied with the IOC decision.” The two led the fight 
for Rhodesia’s ouster 
The IOC decision was unprecedented in games history 
and Rhodesian officials were quick to criticize it. 
“There is no doubt that the Olympics are in the hands 
of the politicians,” was the angry reply from Salisbury. 
“ It’s a disgrace. This is the end of any pretense by the 
Olympic body that they are motivated by the original 
Olympic ideals.” 
While charges of politics filled Munich, not many 
people seemed that disturbed with the decision, not 
outwardly anyway.

Not as simple as Black and White 
results 
Softball 
Rams even on trades, ills

MUNICH-iN E A)-There 
are six blacks on the 10- 
member t r a c k and field 
team of Rhodesia. The coun­ 
try whose participation in 
the Olympics may result in 
a mass exodus by black-gov­ 
erned African nations. Art- 
well Mandaza, who wears 
three creases between his 
eyes, is one of those Rhodes­ 
ian blacks. Amid the politi­ 
cal consternation, he enjoyed 
a barefoot walk on the lush 
infield track at the Olympic 
Village. The morning was 
overcast and cool. Mandaza, 
however, was undaunted in 
his pleasure. He says the 
grass in his homeland is 
brown and hard. 
Mandaza is Rhodesia’s 
prime sprint hope. He has 
done a wind-aided 9.9 sec­ 
onds for 100 meters. L a s t 
y e a r he was na me d 
Rhodesia’s sportsman of the 
year by the nation’s sports- 
wri ters, the first black to 
receive the award. 
“ I am quite interested to 
compete here,” he says in 
smiling but uneasy English. 
“ I am so disappointed if we 


are sent home. Maybe the 
other nations do not know 
that there are black men on 
the Rhodesian team. That’s 
what I can not understand.” 
Black teammate Bernard 
Dzomba lopes a bout the 
t r a c k in his dark green 
sweats and new green shoes. 
He is thrilled with running 
on tartan track. He has prev­ 
iously run only on cinder 
tracks. 
“ Beautiful to watch, isn’t 
he?” says Coach Peter Hod- 
der nearby, wearing pilot 
specs. “ When I found out we 
were turned down from com­ 
peting in the Mexico C i t y 
Olympics in 1966, I went to 
the track to tell Bernard. He 
dropped. Had a complete 
nervous breakdown. We had 
to carry the poor chap to his 
home in the Umiali Moun­ 
tains. It took two, t h r e e 
months before he could get 
out of bed. 
“ You know, a sprinter is 
an inspired performer. But 
a distance man is a bleeder. 
Now how do you tell him a 
second time?” 
The question may be aca­ 
demic. Rhodesia is staying, 
according to International 


Olympic Committee Chair­ 
man Avery Brundage. So 
Kenya and Ethiopia, among 
other black Olympic nations, 
say they are p u l l i n g up 
stakes and returning home. 
This is their p r o t e s t 
against what they call the 
“ white racist rebel govern­ 
ment,” and against the IOC 
and the German Olympic 
Committee which allowed 
Rhodesia in the Olympics in 
the first place. (Mexico had 
refused to honor Rhodesian 
passports in 1968.) 
There are 10 blacks to 
every white in Rhodesia. Yet 
there are no blacks in the 
government. No blacks in 
hi gh 
business positions. 
Blacks are segregated in 
schools and communities. 
Many t r i b e s in the bush 
country still live in huts and 
hovels. The black-governed 
nations are protesting all 
this, using the O l y m p i c 
Games as a platform. 
“ But you cannot compare 
us to, say, South Africa like 
a lot of people do,” sai d 
Nigel Hodder, a white Rho­ 
desian sprinter, son of the 
coach and a South African 
university student. In Rho­ 
desia sport is multiracial. 


Not like South Africa where 
t h e r e is strict apartheid 
Look over there. That black 
man is Stutti Bhalmini, our 
assistant track coach. “This 
whole thing has knocked me 
about a bit. Can’t sleep too 
well nights. The situation 
baffles me.” 
Artwell 
Mandaza, who 
wo ul d like to return with 
pleasant Olympic memories 
to the Mangula mines where 
he works as a rations cash­ 
ier, is equally t r ou bl e d . 
Dzomba who also works in 
a mine says he does not want 
to think about Olympic pol­ 
itics. 
Although t h e Rhodesian 
team managers were highly 
willing to have reporters 
talk to their athletes in pri­ 
vate, both Mandaza and 
Dzomba were nonetheless re­ 
strained and wary in con­ 
versation (much like athletes 
from the black-governed Af­ 
rican nations, in fact). 
When Mandaza was asked 
if he was happy living in 
Rhodesia, he s a i d softly, 
“ That is something not to be 
mentioned by me, please. I 
hope you understand.”

75. Outwitting the Poacher 


What can I do if the net 
man poaches on my service 
returns? 
Try to hit the ball down 
his alley more often. This is 
a difficult and risky shot, 
however. 
It’s often a good idea to 
hit the ball straight at the 
net man because he has the 
added complication of trying 
to get his body out of the 
way. 
If he poaches some and 
also fakes some poaches, you 
might trap him if you hit the 
ball right at him. 
If he’s a good poacher and 
faker, hit just past his right 
hip in the deuce court and 
just past his left hip in the 
ad court, because if a per­ 
son is faking he fakes to­ 
ward the middle and comes 
back to cover the ball that 
he’s inviting you to hit down 
the alley. If it’s not a fake 
and he continues to move, 
he’s gone beyond the point 
where he was originally, so 


your shot will be good. 
Your best tactic is a good 
cross-court return, and in 
this instance I would say to 
myself, “ I’m not going to 
pay any attention to the net 
man. I’m going to concen­ 
trate on watching the ball 
knowing that if I do hit a 
good cross-court shot, he 
can’t get to it.” 


How can I i m p r o v e the 
angle of my return of serv­ 
ice? 
Good players seldom try 
for sharply angled returns 
of service. It’s a hard shot 
to make consistently, so my 
advice is to forget it. 
A good cross-court shot is 
fine, but a sharp angle is a 
dangerous shot. It’s too easy 
to miss for the number that 
you’re going to make suc­ 
cessfully. It s what I call a 
low-percentage shot.

A Los Angeles Superior Court Judge 
recently, 
in an unprecedented ruling, 
limited dissemination of news about a 
forthcoming 
murder 
trial 
prohibiting 
newspapers, radio and television stations 
from 
reporting 
any 
information, 
statements or comments about the case 
“except as occur in open court. ’’ 
The action by the judge can only be 
described 
as 
a 
flagrant 
attempt 
at 
censorship and at denying the people’s 
right to know. 
Dick Turpin, president of the Greater 
Los Angeles Press Club, criticized the gag 
order as “tyranny” and “suppression of 
tree speech.’ We wholeheartedly agree. 
The judge has prejudged the press and the 
public in this particular case. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Could lose 


As Turpin states: “If a judge can dictate 
what a reporter writes after he leaves the 
courtroom, or what his editors, publication 
or broadcasting outlet may say, that judge 
can dictate what citizen spectators may 
say when they leave the courtroom.” This 
is censorship. 
Other trial gag orders have been given 
by other Superior Court judges — notably 
in the Manson case. However, this is the 
first time that the gag order has extended 
to outside the courtroom, prohibiting any 
news of the murder trial or case unless 
that news is born in the open court.

Sober observers believe that 200,000 
votes cast on the conservative party 
line is not impossible. It could swing 
the state for the Democrats.

In the light of plans of State 
College Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke 
to entrench his headquarters as far 
away from the controls of the 
Governor and the Legislature as 
possible, it is well to review a report 
by Legislative Analyst A. Alan Post. 
Dumke, 
who enjoys 
a 
salary 
greater than that of the Governor, 
has exhibited a distinct aversion to 
locating headquarters in the State 
Capitol along with the heads of other 
state agencies. 
When the Board of Trustees for 
state colleges was established it 
selected Inglewood as a temporary 
headquarters despite a resolution 
adopted 
by 
the Senate for 
the 
central office to be located 
in 
Sacramento. When it cam e time to 
set up a more permanent office, the 
Trustrees again resisted legislative 
efforts 
and 
located 
in 
plush 
headquarters on Los Angeles’ most 
expensive 
real 
estate, 
Wilshire 
Boulevard. As the expiration of that 
lease was nearing the hunt for a new 
place was commenced. 
The 
1968 
Budget 
Conference 
Com m ittee 
directed 
Post 
to 
determine the most and efficient 
and economical location for the 
office. After considering all factors, 
including many specious arguments 
against Sacramento advanced by 
Dumke, Post reported that the most 
economical and efficient location 
was Sacramento 


This report and subsequent efforts 
by Senators Rodda, Collier, Way and 
A ssem bly 
W ays 
and 
M eans 
c h a i r m a n 
W i l l i e 
B r o w n 
notwithstanding, Dumke has now 
persuaded the Trustees to approve a 
new headquarters in the south. And 
plans 
are 
currently 
underway 
which, 
if 
not 
stopped 
by 
the 
administration or the Legislature, 
will 
permanently 
establish 
the 
headquarters 400 m iles away from 
the Capitol. 


Long Beach is offering to build 
the 
headquarters 
with 
revenue 
bonds and lease it to the Trustees. It 
is a classic way to expend public 
funds without voter or legislative 
approval. It also presents the means 
to thwart legislative intent and good 
management and commit the state 
to a headquarters outside the capitol 
for years to come. 


In his report Post relates that 
Dumke contended the Trustees were 
not to be considered as another state 
department. 
But, 
Post 
said, 
in 
rejecting 
the 
proposal 
that 
the 
Trustees 
be 
established 
with 
independent constitutional status is 
clear the Legislature intended the 
Board to be the sam e as all other 
state 
agencies 
with 
respect 
to 
management control. 
In a further effort to throw cold 
water on a move to Sacramento, 
Dumke blew up cost relocation 


estim ates for his staff, which then 
numbered only 130 persons, to more 
than $500,000. Post rejected the 
major part of this attributed to 
“productive loss' resulting from 
displacement as 
subjective. 
He 
allowed that moving might cost 
about $150,000 but said this would be 
more than compensated by savings 
in travel by Dumke and his staff 
between the south and Sacramento. 
He also said the overall facility 
costs 
would be 
much 
less 
in 
Sacramento, 
pointing 
out 
there 
would 
be 
no 
need 
for 
certain 
meeting halls and auditoriums since 
they already exist in other buildings. 
Dumke then resorted to a favorite 
dodge of educators. “The special 
character and uniqueness of higher 
education ...” he said does not 
require the close supervision given 
other state agencies. 


But, as Post pointed out, since 
nearly all of the college funds are 
provided by the Governor and the 
Legislature and subject to control; 
by them, there was good reason to 
maintain 
close 
adm inistrative 
control. 


Presumably if closer watch had 
been kept on the Trustees, the staff 
would not have mushroomed from 
130 to 300 in three short years and 
they may not have voted Dumke a 
salary 
exceeding 
that 
of 
the 
Governor
